He said: “Most right- 
thinking people will 
welcome this plan as the 
NHS reforms are so widely 
deplored. 

“On a personal note, the 
delight of being twice retired 
is that I have time to con¬ 
tinue to support the ICHC as 
life president and, if wanted, 
to advise and support a new 
national political party to 
support the NHS.”

The air ambulance landed at the 
bus station and roads including 
Castle Road and Corporation Street, 
were closed for about an hour. 

Stourport firm Thomas Vale Con¬ 
struction, which is carrying out the 
£6.1 million refurbishment of the 
Piano Building for Kidderminster 
College and Birmingham Metropoli¬ 
tan College, blamed high winds. 

A spokesman said: “Due to adverse 
weather conditions, we understand 
that a section of fencing collapsed 
which caused some injuries to a 
member of the public. We will be 
working with all parties to determine 
the root cause. We wish the lady a 
speedy recovery.” 

A Health and Safety Executive 
spokeswoman sadd they were investi¬ 
gating.

Fraud alert to businesses 


PEOPLE and businesses in 
Worcestershire are being 
warned of a scam known as 
overpayment fraud. 

The warning comes as part of Scam 
Awareness Month, which is run by 
trading standards in May, and follows 
a recent investigation where a busi¬ 
ness in Worcester was conned out of 
more than £40,000. 

Robin Longmore, Financial Intelli¬ 
gence Development Officer with West 
Mercia Police’s Economic Crime Unit, 


explained that the fraud works when 
someone, usually outside the country, 
agrees to buy goods and then sends 
funds well in excess of the asking price. 

They then apologise for the error 
and ask for the extra funds to be 
returned. That money is sent to them, 
but then the original cheque or 
bankers’ draft turns out to be fraudu¬ 
lent and is not honoured. 

Mr Longmore said: “After the over¬ 
payment has been refunded, the origi¬ 
nal payment bounces, leaving the 
victim vastly out of pocket.” 


This happened to a Worcestershire- 
based manufacturing company in 
December 2011, which lost tens of 
thousands of pounds to the fraudsters. 

“When you pay a cheque into your 
account, the physical cheque needs to 
be returned to the issuing bank and 
verified. So even though funds may 
appear as cleared on your account, it 
takes another few days for the issuing 
bank to receive the cheque and honour 
it. It is these few days which provide 
fraudsters with a window of opportu¬ 
nity,” Mr Longmore said.

Ted gives up two hours of his time to 
deliver 170 newspapers every Friday, as well 
as the Wolverhampton Magazine once a 
month, around Penn Common. 

“I hadn’t really thought about doing some¬ 
thing like this but when the opportunity 
came up I thought it’d be great,” Ted said. 

“It makes me feel independent as I make 
some money from it and it’s good to do 
normal things like this after the problems I 
had.” 

Ted is currently sitting his GCSEs and 
hopes to study catering at Wolverhampton 
College in September. 

Ted’s parents Ashleigh and David said 
seeing their son do the paper round meant a 
lot to them. 

“It is every prayer answered that Ted is 
strong and well and able to do a paper 
round,” Ashleigh said. “It keeps him fit, gives 
him responsibility, teaches a good work ethic

PATIENTS in Worcester¬ 
shire are benefiting from 
improvements to the MRl 
service at Kidderminster 
Hospital.

Pioneer North was star 
in the world of aviation 


JOHN Dudley North was one 
of the great pioneers of 
British aviation. 

Not so well known as those who gave 
their names to famous aircraft compa¬ 
nies like Geoffrey De Havilland, Fred¬ 
erick Handley Page and Richard 
Fairey, nevertheless he wielded as 
much influence over one particular 
company as any of them, the local air¬ 
craft builder, Boulton Paul Aircraft. 

North began an apprenticeship in 
marine engineering, but in 1911 joined 
the infant aircraft maker, The Aero¬ 
nautical Syndicate at Hendon. 

When that folded he moved next 
door to Grahame White Aviation, and 
soon became chief engineer. One of the 
aircraft he designed there was the first 
British aircraft to loop the loop, and his 
Type 10 Charabanc set a World Record 
in 1913, by lifting 10 people aloft on the 
power of its 120 hp engine. 

In 1915, aged just 22, he came to the 
Midlands, helping set up aircraft pro¬ 
duction lines at Austin Motors and 
starting up its design office. 

Like Austins, Boulton & Paul, a 
Norwich joinery company, was brought 
into aircraft manufacturing with Gov-

ernment orders. It soon decided to 
start their own design office, and 
recruited North as chief engineer. 

For more than 50 years he was to be 
its dominate influence, retiring as 
chairman. He pioneered the use of 
metal in aircraft structures, which led 
to Boulton & Paul being trusted with 
the design and construction of the 
largest aircraft ever made in this 
country, the R.101 Airship. 

As aircraft speeds increased he led 
the way in producing fully enclosed 
power operated gun turrets for his 
Overstrand bomber. 

He bought the rights to a French 
electro-hydraulic turret which would 
arm the famous Defiant fighter and 
form the basis for the aviation work on 
which the company thrives to this day. 

In 1934 the aircraft department of 
Boulton & Paul was sold off, and 
became Boulton Paul Aircraft Ltd. A 
factory was built on a green-field site at 


Pendeford, and 600 Norfolk workers 
moved to Wolverhampton. 

It built nearly 2,000 aircraft at Pen¬ 
deford, and more than 20,000 Boulton 
Paul gun turrets armed Allied aircraft 
during the Second World War. 

The electro-hydraulic technology of 
the turrets was applied to the design of 
power control units which were 
increasingly used in jet aircraft, and 
the company was at the forefront in 
designing electronic fly-by-wire con¬ 
trols, as used in Concorde and modern 
combat aircraft and airliners. 

He oversaw the merger of ‘his’ 
company with that of his great friend 
George Dowty. The firm which, after a 
series of take-overs, became Moog 
Aerospace. 

North was a self taught man with a 
brilliant mind, who absorbed scientific 
knowledge and was able to apply it to 
practical engineering solutions. 

He loved cricket and alpines and cul¬ 
tivated a fine alpine garden at his 
Bridgnorth home. 

North died in 1968; he been awarded 
a CBE, but it is difficult to under stand 
why he never received the knighthood 
he deserved, for honing the cutting 
edge of British aviation for 55 years.

WYRE Forest MP Mark 
Gamier has welcomed a 
drop in unemployment. 

There were 107 fewer people out of 
work in April compared to March. But 
the Tory MP says the jobless figure is 
still too high. 

The figures, from the House of 
Commons library, show that the 
number of people claiming Jobseekers 
Allowance (JSA) in Wyre Forest has 
decreased from 2,431 to 2,324. 

This represents 4.8 per cent of the 
economically active population aged 
16 to 64. Wyre Forest is the 355th 
highest of the 650 UK constituencies, 
meaning it’s unemployment figures 
are above average. 

Mr Gamier said: “Whilst it is 
encouraging to see the unemployment 
figures coming down, it is still too 
high. Jobcentre plus is reporting 500 
available jobs, meaning that there is 
work out there. But with more than 
four people looking for each job, we 
need to bring more opportunity to 
Wyre Forest.” 

He said there were encouraging 
signs of new investment in the area 
including Tesco and Asda’s new 
stores; M&S and Sadnsbury’s extend¬ 
ing their stores, and a significant plan¬ 
ning application for the sugar beet 
site. He has also announced another 
jobs fair on September 20 at Kidder¬ 
minster Town Hall. 

He added: “We cannot rest on our 
laurels but must spend more time 
attracting more businesses.”

Daders' revamp misery 


A £900,000 revamp of Kinver 
High Street is causing misery 
for residents and shops, more 
than a year after work was 
completed, traders say. 

Businesses said their fight to remove 
chicanes placed along the busy road as 
part of the project, had “not been put to 
bed”. 

And they remain hopeful that 
Staffordshire County Council will take 
action after villagers won a reduction 
in some of the measures following a 
campaign last year. 

Traders said the changes, including 
the removal of some of the chicanes, 
had not gone far enough and there 
were still constant problems being 


experienced along the route. 

Shopkeepers said the road still 
became congested at delivery times as 
there was no space for lorries to pull in 
to drop off goods. 

And they said some drivers were still 
becoming confused over who had the 
right of way along the route, leading to 
an increased risk of accidents. 

Problems 

Trader Sarah Jolly, of The Butchery, 
said: “Even after all this time, we are 
still experiencing problems with the 
road layout. 

“Delivery days are an absolute 
nightmare. 

“There is just no room for the lorries 
to manoeuvre, and it leads to problems 
along the High Street. 


“We Eire continuing to battle on. This 
is certainly not a fight which has been 
put to bed. 

“We are hoping the county council 
will take on bosird what is being said 
and remove some of these measures 
from along the route.” 

Hundreds of people sent in their 
views on the redevelopment last year 
calling for a reduction in measures on 
the road. 

Some of the chicEmes were taken out 
and others reduced in size by the 
county council but traders say it is not 
enough to prevent the problems. 

Staffordshire County Council said it 
currently had no plans for further 
works along the road.

There were the upbeat 
pop tunes, such as It’s A 
Miracle, Could It Be Magic 
and Copacabana, but best 
were the ballads when 
Barry, though still a nifty 
mover at 68, sat at his key¬ 
board. “Now the sex god 
needs to sit down,” he said, 
with self-deprecating wit. 

Tears 

Even Now, All The Time, 
Looks Like We Made It - 
these songs are special to the 
mostly female and mostly 
middle-aged audience. Tears 
were in eyes as they waved 
their glow sticks. 

It had been ten years since 
his last Birmingham show, 
in which time he released 
little original material until 
last year’s fame concept 
album 15 Minutes - from 
which two songs were 
warmly received. The 
Brooklyn songsmith’s duet 
via video with his younger 
self for Mandy was poignant. 

Could it be magic? Yes, it 
was.

JONATHAN Slinger gives a 
commanding, emotional 
performance as Prospero, 
the overthrown duke turned 
marooned magician, which 
towers over this production 
of Shakespeare’s final play. 

It is being presented by 
the Royal Shakespeare 
Company as part of the 
Bard’s Shipwreck Trilogy, 
with the same cast perform¬ 
ing The Comedy of Errors 
and Twelfth Night. 

As a whole, director David 
Farr has created a version 
that is more pleasure cruise 
than fantastic voyage.

Murder mystery is a 
gripping period piece 
even without Poirot 

Agatha Christie’s Murder On The Nile, 
Wolverhampton Grand 

IF you are expecting a certain Belgian detective to help exer¬ 
cise your little grey cells, you are out of luck. That’s 
Agatha’s Christie’s Death On The Nile and this is a differ¬ 
ent (if rather similar) tale from the queen of mystery. Even 
more confusingly, the popular 1978 film used elements from 
both stories. 

The Nile becomes the river of no return for a couple of 
passengers aboard a paddle steamer in this whodunnit. 
Mystery fans will probably guess ‘who dunnit’ and puzzle 
instead ‘how they dunnit’ in this four act play set on a nicely 
realised cruise deck set. 

There is a portly gent of a cerebral nature on hand to solve 
the murder mystery, Canon Ambrose Pennefather, a sort of 
ecclesiastical Poirot. 

Murder always seems rather mundane in these anti¬ 
quated Christie plays. Rather than being shocked or struck 
by grief, the first thought of those surrounding the victim is 
unmasking the killer or finding an alibi. But perhaps that’s 
part of the creaky charm combined with stiff-upper-lip 
Britishness and the odd swipe at johnny foreigner. 

The ensemble cast are good. Kate O’Mara brings some 
humour as the splendidly named snob Mrs ffoliot-ffoulkes 
(“no capital Fs!”> whilst Denis Lill is utterly dependable as 
the investigating clergyman. Chloe Newsome does a nicely 
neurotic turn as the jealous Louise de Vallois, who is stalk¬ 
ing ill-matched newly weds Kay and Simon Mostyn (Susie 
Amy and Ben Nealon). 

The play continues at the Grand to Saturday.

comfortable. The awful cliche that everything felt to hand 
is just so correct with this particular vehicle. Rarely in the 
past and I must drive dozens and dozens of vehicles a year 
have I felt so immediately comfortable. 

It had of course an added bonus that it is possible to 
choose between two and 4WD and Mitsubishi delivered the 
vehicle to me just prior to Easter when we had that deluge 
of snow and as a trip to the Peak District was planned. What 
better vehicle to take myself and family to the Peak District? 

There is a choice of two engines, a 1.6-litre petrol produc¬ 
ing 115 bhp or as in my case a 1.8-litre turbo diesel produc¬ 
ing a very healthy 147 bhp. A five-speed manual gearbox is 
fitted to the petrol and the diesel has a six-speed manual 
gearbox, the diesel is also available with an electronically 
controlled 4WD system. 

The level of equipment on the whole of the range is quite 
extensive for example standard equipment includes alloy 
wheels, air conditioning auto/stop and go, active stability 
control, traction control, a keyless entry system, ABS 
brakes with electronic brake distribution and assist, a 
plethora of air bags including front, side and curtains, and 
I liked the fact that the steering wheel has a tilt and a tele¬ 
scopic method of getting you comfortable in the multi- 
adjustable front seats. 

There are three trim levels badged simplistically as 2, 3 
and 4, 2 being the entry, 3 gains a fully automatic air condi¬ 
tioning system and one touch starting, it also benefits with 
cruise control, heated seats, privacy glass and the controls 
Eire now mounted on the steering wheel. 

The top of the specification ASX4 benefits from leather 
seats and Kenwood in-car entertainment which contains an 
iPod and satellite navigation and a reversing CEimera. For 
me the entry level would tick all the boxes that I need. 

Mitsubishi have not overlooked safety features and the 
vehicle is Euro NCap as a 5*. Certain other features include 
extensive use of energy dispersion structuring and I do like 
the fact that Mitsubishi have tried to safegusird pedestrian 
injury aspects by including plastic front wings and energy 
absorbing front bumpers these may Edso feature if you do 
take the vehicle off-road and on a hill descent nudge things 
that you shouldn’t really be doing. 

Luggage space 

The performance and driving dynamics of the ASX were 
very rewarding, as previously mentioned a weekend trip to 
the Peak District enabled some off-roading on the snowy 
terrain, some dued carriageways and hilly roads in and 
around the hills near to the highest village in England, 
Flash the vehicle coped admirably at all times. 

A healthy Eimount of luggage space could be incorporated 
and I particularly liked the little section underneath the 
boot floor that could be raised to hide valuable items. 

The performance aspects of my particular diesel deriva¬ 
tive allowed for a 0 - 60 in 10 seconds, a top speed where 
legal of 123 mph. Mitsubishi suggest that the combined fuel 
figure should be in the vicinity of 49 mpg, I managed to 
achieve 53 mpg according to the on-board computer which 
for a vehicle of this size and stature I find excellent and to 
beat the manufacturers figures is a brilliant result. Sadly 
the CO emissions on both the petrol and the diesel are not 
low and therefore cheap road tax is not going to be a feature. 

Mitsubishi want the vehicle to be serviced at intervals of 
a mere 12 months and this will add to the running costs and 
is a little unusual, but they do operate a service plan at £450 
for petrol and £650 for the diesel. The ASX has an unlimited 
mileage warranty, 12 year anti-corrosion and a three year 
Roadside Assistance package. 

With prices starting at a low £15,999 and topping out at 
£24,699 for the ASX4 diesel 4x4, you will certainly find a 
vehicle that should tick sdl the boxes.

Their under-18 team - 
despite fielding players 
mostly aged 16 and 17 - fin¬ 
ished third in the Midland 
Floodlit Youth League 
Premier Division South. 

Their under-19 side - the 
more senior of the two - 
battled through to reach 
ninth of the much-tougher 
Conference Youth League 
Central Division. 

From those ranks, Gill 
pointed to defender Tyrone 
Williams and attacking mid¬ 
fielder Ollie Long as the next 
‘top two’ to be ready for the 
first-tesim. 

He said: “This time next 
year, I think we will be 
seeing some signs of some 
really good players. 

“I will be surprised if I 
haven’t got a player in 
Tyrone Williams, who is 17 
but still developing. 

“Ollie Long will be a fan¬ 
tastic player for me next 
season, but he broke a bone 
in his foot in MEirch.
